Spy System Thought to Have 
Carried Information of 
Tuscania, Other Ships

LONDON, Feb. 8.—That 
Germany 
had information of the* coming of the 
transport Tuscan la and other vessels 
with important 
personages 
aboard, 
was the belief expressed today by pas­ 
sengers on ships which accompanied 
the torpedoed ship. 
A distinguished personage from an­ 
other ship who witnessed the attack, 
said three torpedoes' were fired at his 
own vessel later Tuesday night. 
He 
declared his belief that 
the 
IJ-boat 
commander was acting upon informa­ 
tion obtained through the German spy 
system. 
Scores of British naval and 
fishing craft continued their (search 
today for bodies of the victims. They I 
were aided by the coast patrol, which I 
searched the bays and inlets of the 
Irish and Scottish shores in that vicin­ 
ity. 
Hope of finding other survivors 
has been practically abandoned. 
The 
admiralty is making a careful check of 
the casualties and survivors, but im far 
has not deviated firom the figures an­ 
nounced yesterday—210 probably lost 
and 2187 rescued. The missing, ac­ 
cording to the adm iralty’s figures, in­ 
cluded probably 115 American soldiers 
Believe One Sub Lost 
Circumstantial stories told bv Brit­ 
ish navel officers today indicated that 
at least one German submarine prob­ 
ably a a s destroyed during the attack. 
One of the rescuing destroyers, it 
was reported, wirelessed: 
“Torpedo Just missed me,” and gave 
the direction from wnich it was fired “ 
Another destroyer, speeding to the 
s|M>t, dropi>ed a depth charge. 
The 
U-boat is believed to have beer sunk. 
No further trace wan found of her, al­ 
though destroyers searched in that 
vicinity for a loug time.

Practically ail accounts agree that 
two torpedoes were fired at the Tus­ 
cania, one passing close under her 
stern.

Tales of the bravery of sailors and

The lifeboat in which she sat was 
crowded when it pulled away from 
the steamer. 
Despite 
this, 
several 
others who were swimming about in 
the icy waters were pulled aboard. 
With the little craft crowded to ca­ 
pacity, another soldier (twain along­ 
side. There was no room for him. He 
was too exhausted and numb from the 
cold to cling to the gunwale unaided. 
Tile stewardess leaned far over the 
side at the risk of falling overboard, 
and clutched his hand 
In this strain­ 
ed position she held the soldier's head 
above w ater for half an hour. 
When they were picked up it was 
discovered that (the was clutching the 
hand of a corpse. 
A medical officer from the Tuscania 
declared most of the deaths occurred 
among the men who jumped overboard 
when she was first struck. The trans­ 
port began to list 
immediately, 
he 
said, and there was no way of picking 
them up until the lifeboats were low­ 
ered. 
By that time many of them had suc­ 
cumbed to exposure.

gloomy

"Unless sufficient government action

They declared that “even if the con­ 
stitution must be ripped to pieces, 
the government must adopt a policy 
that will prevent tile danger of a crop 
shortage by distributing money, labor 
and supplies to the farmer. I he hands 
of the fond administration and the De­ 
partment of Agriculture are tied as 
power to aid the farmers materially 
has not be£n granted them by Con­ 
gress. 
Higher prices of food are threatened 
should there be a crop shortage this 
year, it was said. 
Price fixing is not 
favored. The farmer’s only demand is 
that the government allow them a suf 
licient profit.

who patriotically wish to raise more 
than a normal American crop.

$1.60; irrigating twice, $8; labor, $3, 
seed. $2.4o; plowing out, $4; topping 
and loading, $9.50; 
hauling. 
$7.56; 
supervision. $2; taxes, $8; interest on 
crop iniestm ent. $1.20; tax on imple­ 
ments, $1; interest on implement in­ 
vestment. $1; depreciation. $1; total, 
$73.58. 
Adding to this the cost of 
land rental and supplementing it with 
a IO per cent profit, which is what the 
growers are asking for, the total re­ 
turn from an acre on his ranch would 
have to be $117.58. 
He says that in 
1915 he got ten tons, in 1916 he got 
eleven tons and in 1917 ten tons to the 
acre. 
The sugar test ran from IO to 
16 per cent, the lowest test being the 
result of an early rain which dimin­ 
ished the sugar content of all beets 
unharvested at the time.

beets and beans. 
They claim to have 
made money out of beans and express 
a preference tor beans, because beans 
are air plants which take nothing in 
particular away from the soil and fre­ 
quently store in it great quantities of 
nitrogen which builds it up.

American

Raisers Co-operate 
With Food Adminietration in Con­ 
servation Measures. 


It is probable that Europe for many 
years after the war will look to a 
great extent to America for IWS meat 
supply. 
Europe's herds are dwindling under 
war’s demands faster than tJiey can be 
replenished. 
When the German armies retired 
from occupied p otion s of France and 
Belgium approximately 1,800,000 head 
of cattle were appropriated. 
This ad­ 
dition virtually safeguarded Germany 
from cattle shortage other nations now 
suffer. 
In England some 11,400,000 acres of 
grass lands have by compulsory meas­ 
ures been forced Into grain production, 
thus reducing pasturage and hay lands. 
A declining scale of maximum meat 
prices for live cattle was ordained in 
England, as follows: For September, 
117.70 per hundred pounds; October, 
$17.28; 
November 
and 
December, 
16.08, and for January, $14.40. 
The 
vldent intent of this measure was to 
(rive the beef animals into market as 
con as possible. 
According to official French figures, 
he cattle of France have decreased to 
total of 12,341.900 as compared with 
4,807,(NMI in 1013. Today, due to lack 
>f forage principally, France Is pro- 
lueing only one gallon of milk where 
before tile war two and one-half gal­ 
lons were produced. 
Meantime the United States food ad- 
hiinlstratlon has taken steps to con 
i»crve our flocks and herds and to In­ 
cense their numbers. The stock brood* 
rs of this country show a disposition 
o co-operate with the government In 
his. 
For many years It has boon a prac- 
lee among many of the dairy people 
>f this country to kill male calves at 
drth and In many instances the fe­ 
lla lea lf not needed to replenish their 
erds rather than go to Hie expense of 
naturlng them into veal.
